Tom Howard, a lawyer 
friend of Ruby, who was 
taken to a Dallas hospital on 
March 27, 1965, and died of a 
heart attack. 

Earlene Roberts, Oswald’s 
DaUas landlady, who died in a 
hospital Jan. 9, 1966, of a 
heart attack. ^ 

Hank Gillman, a bousepaint- 
er, found tangled in . a broken 
plate glass window and bleed- 
ing to death on March 17, 
1964, in Pensacola, Fla. His 
wife, Wanda, worked for Ruby 
for 15 years. The coroner 
caUed the death accidental 
PoUce said it looked like sui- 
cide.
